ec ſuch duties, on their exportation from that 
4 country.” The Ch. of Ex. prefaced his mo- 
tion by ſaying, that notwithſtanding the great 
political ſagacity, and mercantile experience of 
the commiſſioners, to whom the arrangement of 
the happy Union had been entruſted; yet he was 
ſorry to ſay, an error had crept in, he feared, 
through the hurry in which that meaſure had 
been carried; and though he could not now take 
upon himſclf to ſay, that others may not at a 
future day develope themſelves, yet he did not 
at preſent ſee any other part of the act of 
Union that called immediately for a like modi- 
fication ; but if in the lapſe of time, ſuch ſhould 
occur, and he continued miniſter, he would 
have a fair and liberal diſcuſſion of the matter, 
with all that juſtice and equity befitting ſuch a 
ſubjeR, and the nature of the caſe would admit; 
always however, bearing in mind, that the pri- 
vate advantage of any particular paat of the em- 
pire, ſhould not be brought into competition 
with any meaſure that may - be directed to the 
general good of the whole. After a ſhort debate, 
in which the members for W:-Britain combated 
the principle of the bill, and ſtrongly urged a 
breach of compact, the bill was gone through, 


and ordered for a ſccond reading on this day 
week, the W. B's only diflenticnt.

1 practices, has been attended with great trouble and 
| expence to government, as none of the corps of 
teſtimony would give evidence to a perfect truth, 


without being highly paid; and where the caſc

| Far, or a government, or appointment equal to

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that ſum, could bring them on the table: this 
corps is accordingly to be reſerved for caſes of 


high treaſon, and then only to be called on duty. 
And we are informed, that a proclamation will 
iſſue, in the next week, empowering all magiſ- 
trates—high conſtables—maitres de police, &c. 
to take up any ſuſpicious looking perſons, who 
may be found (as has been uſual) in ſtreets, 
lanes, or alles, rcading newſpapers, or ſpeaking 
Iriſh, or in any other ſuch ſeditious occupation, 
and tye him or them up to the neareſt poſt, to 
receive, at the diſcretion of the magiſtrate, con- 
ſtable, &c, from twenty to an hundred laſhes ; 
and if it ſhall be found, that the culprit ſo offend- 
ing ſhall be of the mere Iriſh, and have ruffles to 
his name, he ſhall receive one dozen more 
laſhes, over and above what he otherwiſe might 
receive, on that mere account; and as it may 
prove difficult, to procure perſons to inflict ſuch 


puniſhment, 'tis ſaid, the 4 5 s have 


offered their ſervices, to come forward as Lictors, 


and twelve of them will wait in rotation every 
day, to be employed in that way, by the Pra- 
tor Urbanus. 
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It having been repreſented to government, by 
the commiſſioners of victualling, as well as the 
contractors for proviſions, that a vaſt quantity of 
beef and pork has been zſeleſily conſumed, by 
the midling and lower orders of people in this 
iſland heretofore ; inſomuch that it is with diffi- 
culty the immenſe quantities wanted for the uſe 
of his majeſty's navy, and many of the home 
and diſtant garriſons, can be obtained even at 
their preſent advanced prices ; to obviate which, 
we are told, a bill will be brought into Parlia- 
ment this ſeſſions, to prevent ſuch wa/te of thoſe 
neceſſary articles; and that from and after the 
1ſt of January next, no perſon in this iſland 
will be permitted the uſe of the above-mentioned 


meat, that does not pay twenty pounds per ann. 
to the new duty on income, 


A Correſpondent has favoured us with the 
following truly affecting converſation he held 


with a relative, who has reſided many years in 
America, and arrived laſt week on ſome urgent 


buſineſs in this his native town. My old friend 
(ſays our Correſpondent) in our ſtroll-thro* poor 
Dublin, obſerved with a ſigh, that the town put

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him in mind of Philadelphia, when he return- 
ed to it, after the dreadful fever that raged there 
in the year 1798! So ruinous, ſo melancholy in 
its appearance, ſo few people in the ſtreets, many 
of the houſes ſhut up, ſcarce a carriage to be 
ſeen; (and by the bye thoſe belonged to the 


people of the revenue) coming to College-green : 


Was not this great building, ſaid he, your 


Parliament-houſe in days of old? You are right 
enough, ſaid I, but now the people of Exeter 
Change have hired it as a Menagerie, to exhibit 
wild beaſts in the ſummer, and there are Puppet 
Shews in it every winter. Pray, ſaid he, does 
any of your great folks live in the College, or 
have you any priſoners there —1 think I ſee 
centries at the gate? Bleſs your heart! the Col- 


lege was turned into a Horſe Barrack two years 


after the Union; the Library is made a Granary, 
the books have been ſold by auction and ex- 
ported. What a change! But what uſe is made 
of the Play-houſe in Crow-ſtreet, where J re- 
member to have ſeen Barry and Woodward 
play ? It has been hired by the Commiſſioners 
on Income, ſaid I, as a warchouſe to depoſit all 
goods or furniture that may be ſeized for non- 
payment of the tax; and tho” there are fales 
every week, yet the houſe is not ſufficiently 
large,

large, and it is in contemplation to make uſe of 
Patrick's Church for the ſame purpoſe. _ Pray 
did not that Houſe at the Corner of Parliament- 
ſtreet, which is now occupied by a miſerable Bax- 
ber, formerly belong to Alderman Faulkner? It 
did, and that miſerable Barber you ſee there, is 
the grandſon of our laſt 8. of the H—— 
C -s! Good God, ſaid he, what ſad revolu- 
tions has this Union brought about! But 
what has become of the laſt Editor of Faulkner's 
Paper? Ah! poor man, faid I, he is dcad theſe 


ſome years back; government had no more oc- 


caſion for party writers; he was diſmiſſed ; not 
without ſuſpicions, however, that while he ap- 
peared moſt vehement in the ſupport of govern- 
ment, he held illicit correſpondence with his 
friends in the country during che late inſurrec- 
uon. |
